Lesson Emphasized 
In Bridge Tragedy 

Four youths killed on the 
Canal Bridge, it could have 
been you! 

That is the theme of a circu- 
lar letter sent by Police Chiei 
Bow Dunaway to hundreds of 
the youth of Elba recently. 

“In some cities, the word 
“police” sends cold chills down 
a teen-ager’s spine. But in El- 
ba, every policeman is a friend

The sentences I wish to examine are 
these: “Local customs, however hardened 
by time, are not decreed in heaven. Habits 
and feelings they engender may be counters 
acted and moderated, Experience attests that 
such local habits and feelings will yield, grad- 
ually though this be, to law and education,”

IT IS MY PERSONAL CONVICTION 
that the local customs in this case were 
“hardened by time” for a very good reason, 
and that while they may not, as Frankfurter 
says, have been decreed in heaven, they come 
closer to it than the current view of the Sus 
preme Court. I was particularly puzzled by 
Frankfurter’s remark that “the Constitution 
is not the formulation of the merely personal 
views of the members of this court.” Five 
minutes before the court’s desegregation dee 
cision, the Constitution meant one thing;

The extent to which Lincoln would have 
modified these views today, or may have 
modified them before his death, is a moot 
question, but it is clear on its face that he 
would not have been in sympathy with the 
Supreme Court's position on desegrégation, 
Many historians have felt that when Lincolm 
died the South lost the best friend it had, 
This also may be moot, but again it seems 
clear that for 94 years—from the horrors of 
Reconstruction through the Supreme Court’s 
desegregation decision—the North has been 
‘trying to force the black man down the white 
Southerner’s throat, and it is a miracle that 
relations between the races in the South have 
progressed as well as they have,

PERHAPS the most discouraging spece 
tacle is the spectacle of Northern newspapers 
dwelling with pleasure upon the predicament 
of the Southern parent who is forced to 
choose between desegregation and no school 
at all for his child. It does not seem to occur 
to these papers that this is the cruelest sort of 
blackmail ; that the North is virtually putting 
a pistol at the head of the Southern parent in 
a gesture which every Northerner must cone 
template with shame. 

Indeed, there now seems little doubt that 
the court’s recent decision has set back the 
cause of the Negro in the South by a generas 
tion. He may force js way into white 
schools, but he will not force his way into 
white hearts nor earn the resyect he seeks, 
What evolution was slowly and wisely 
achieving, revolution has now arrested, and. 
the trail of bitterness will lead far.

Harrowing scenes of the 1929 
flood are related in a yellowed 
and tattered copy of The Elba 
Clipper of May 2, 1929, found 
by Mrs. Wade Mallory, of 528 
Claxton St, while

Among the items in this issue 
were; 

(1) An expression of thanks 
on behalf of all the people of 
Elba for aid given to this city 
from many sources, The letter 
was signed by Mayor RR, L. 
Cooper, Bartow Bullard, Cc. P, 
Hayes, W. J. White, O. Dowling, 

(2) A news story from Mont- 
gomery that the state would 
set new valuations on the pro- 
perty in Elba to give owners 
lower taxes,

(3) A news story that the 
Red Cross had awarded $25,000 
for relief work here and that 
registrations for aid would 
close May 6. 

(4) Letters from Senator 
Black and Congressman Stea- 
gall telling of efforts to ect fe- 


deral aid for victims of the 
flood. 
(5) A letter to The Elba 


Clipper from Judge J. A. Carn- 
ley in which he expressed a- 
mazement that The Clipper 
was back in operation so soon 
after the equipment had been 
covered by water. 

H, C, Bryan, then the editor 
and owner of The Clipper, tells 


some of his experiences as fol- 
lows: “Thursday mornine, Mar. 
14, we were informed that we 


had better get everything off 
the floor. We paid no attention 
but about 9:30 a.m. when the 
started to come up the 
street outside and rose six in- 
ches in 10 minutes, we got busy 
and moved everything possible 
on tables and shelves all over 
the shop. But to no avail.

The water rose OV- 
er two feet in that time, The 
boat got back at last and my 
sister and some more ladies got 
in, 

“T went to Wesley Ham's 
home where some 25 or 30 peo- 
ple were, and stayed until the 
Water started to come into his 
front yard, I went to Mrs. Car- 
rie Bullard’s home. By night 
the water was coming under 
the house. Brother Paul and 
Brother Franklin were up 
there. We had prayer services 
that night. We had no water, 
no food and no way to get any. 

“Phursday ntght was withou} 
doubt the most dreadful and 
haunting night that Elba peo- 
ple ever witnessed. It was sim- 
ply wonderful the way the wo-

“About midnight we heard a

Ways, There were two women 
and three men there, They cut 
and tore holes in the roof, and 
climbed out. They did not have 
anything to eat or drink for a- 
bout 17 or 18 ‘hours, 

“There were 104 people in 
Mrs, Bullard’s home Thursday 
night. On Friday night there 
were between 150 and 200 peo- 
ple, 

“Between 9:30 and 10:30 o’- 
clock Friday morning the first 
airplane flew over, By 1 o'clock 
there were no less than 10 fly 
ing around over town, dropping 
food, milk and boat motors, 

“Friday morning at five oa’ 
clock the water stopped rising 
and started falling, Slowly at 
first but later more rapidly. 
Friday the food started to come 
more rapidly, One small boat 
from Troy, with only a boy in 
it, went to some little store 
where the whole stock was 
floating out the door, He load- 


ed his boat and brought the 
food to us. 
“It was one of the most 


dreadful things that has ever 
happened in the history of Ala- 
bama, but after all, I think we 
have just millions of things to 
be thankful for. 

“After it is all over, if there

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WEATHER HERE 
THIS YEAR IS 
‘YES BUT’ KIND 


With a mean temperature 
just 2.5 degrees higher than 
last winter’s record - breaking 
January, the month of January 
1959, continued to dish out 
cold weather in larger than 
normal doses, weather figures 
have revealed, 


January, 1959, showed a 
monthly mean temperature of 
45.6 degrees, a second coldest 
January in 11 years, Last win- 
ter, when the South was de- 
vastated by prolonged and bit- 


ter cold, the January mean 
was 43.1 degrees, 
Weather Bureau records 


show that the warmest Janu- 
ary in recent years was 1950, 
when the mercury soared to a 
monthly mean of 64.9 degrees, 
a normal temperature for 
March or October, but not for 
mid-winter. Average January 
temperatures at the Dothan 
airport run between 50 and 55 
degrees, 

In degree days, a measure- 
ment used by fuel dealers and 
utilities to determine heating 
requirements, the first month 
of 1959 showed 601 degree days, 
compared with the block-bust- 
ing 725 degree days of January 
1958. 

A dispatcher for the South- 
east Alabama Gas District, 
summarized the current winter 
the weather closely, yesterday 
whose business it is to watch 
to date. “We're not setting any 
records this winter,’ he said. 
“But we are having a cool win- 
ter, a good deal cooler than the 
average for Southeast Alaba- 
ma. Compared with last winter, 
it's not much. Compared with 
normal Wiregrass winter, it’s 
right cold,”
